Report of Health Officer Tutton 


> Cauaea Membere of the Board 
to Consratulate Each Other 


The board of health at Its meeting 
last evening was treated to a happy 
surprise In the shape of a report from 
Health OfHcer Tutton. For the months 
of August, September, October and 
November, four months, there were In 
the city but eight cases of contagious 
diseases. 
This was considered a re- 
markable showing but more remarkable 
and congratulatory still was «the ad- 
ditional statement that each of the 
eases were original attacks and not 
communicated from some other patient. 
In other words every outbreak of con- 
tagion was confined to Itself without 
spreading to any other i>erson. Mayor 
Bell, when he heard the report, de- 
clared most emphatically that he did 
not iMilleve that any other city of this 
size could show such a record as this. 
The mayor has practiced medicine for a 
({uarterof a century and is a good 
authority on such matters. 


The board adopted a new rule to the 
effect that it shall hereafter IK; unlaw- 
ful to bury ihe liodles of any domestic 
animals within the city limits of Ben- 
ton Harbor without a s{>ecial |>erinit 
from the health oWlcer. 
The rule was 
made necessary ironi the fact that sev 
eral |icrsons have buried dead horses 
on the hack of their lots, and the healt h 
board has been compelled to order the 
carcasses dut; up.

Bicycle Factories Are Fairly Active 
in Mlchlffan. 


C'ommissioner of Lalior Morse is pre 
paring a report which will be dlstri 
buted about February 1. From ad- 
vance sheets he gives a report of the 
Industry In Michigan. The rc|)orts 
show an average of about 50 iiersons 
employed in eiu^h establishment" can 
vasscd. This number would IM; nearly 
doubled wnru they running at full ca- 
|Ná;lty. Many places were entirely 
Idle, others employing but few oitera 
tU'cs, while but very few were work 
ing a full force. This great industry 
was more seriously affected by the pre- 
valent business depression than almost 
any other In the state, the bicycle fao 
tories lieing the only ones which could 
lie said to ))o fairly active. 


The product i)f these concerns is 
shipiied to nearly every country on the 
gloDC, over (H |H'r cent btdng sold out- 
side of Mlchluan. Carriages and vehi- 
cles of Michigan manufacture have a 
world-wide reputation. Ortlinarily tin 
product of a vehicle manufactory is ail 
closed out at the end of the y«?ar, but 
the refMirts show that nearly oiie-tiftli 
of the nriHluct of 
was unsold at thi 
time of making the canvass. The tinan 
clal crisis through which the country 
has {Hissed has greatly paralyzed tb 
vehicle industry.

Mme. Calve flsya They ttmvm Ika Cha*ae> 
terlatlca of the €aa«n«rtaa Baae. 


Mme. Emma Calve contribntes a pa­ 
paron the'‘Conquering Race In Mmio" 
to The Ladies’ Home Journal, in which 
she specially addressea stndentsof vocal 
music. She tells of the training re­ 
quired for the operatic and the eoiieert 
stage, the impersonation of oharanter, 
the value of suggestioni, etc.. and paya 
this tribute to Americans: "Tlie Amer­ 
icans have, it seems to me, in the field 
of music, and especially in the field of 
vooal music, all of 
oharacteristics 
of the conquering raoe. They ate pot* 
seased naturally of the most exquisite 
voices, which, wheu properly cultivated 
and trained, are almost unrivaled. They 
have indomitable energy, perseverance 
and pluck. They stop at nothing and are 
deterred by no trouble and prevented 
by no otMtacle. 


“Poverty, wearinesi^ exertion, hard 
work-^none of these living specters 
which affright and terrify the average 
art worker has terrors for them. Their 
physique and their temperament seem 
made for toil and to surmount discour­ 
agement, and the success which they 
are daily achieving, in the field of both 
operatic and concert singing, is testimo­ 
ny to their natural fitnewi for aocom- 
plishment and to their ability to excel. 
They seem, in fact, to be most lavishly 
fitted by natnre for the parts they are 
assuming. To these gifts of voice, ener­ 
gy, pluck and perseverance tliey fre­ 
quently add a beauty of face and grace 
of form and movement which the pub­ 
lic recogniaes as most important factors 
In tlie sucoess of tlie singer's career. 
Tliey have, too, tlie temperament which 
makes great artists and great actresses, 
the artistic feeling which has fur its 
atandard perfection and which Is sat­ 
isfied with mithiug lesa."

Site was a bright wom­ 
an, and when a very short explanation 
had been given her the reason flashed 
upon her, and she said: “ Why, what a 
fool lamt 1 seel They’ve got some^lng 
to say, and tlie mechanical ability to 
say It, but no language to say it in." 
And in that one sentence she expremied 
the reason for being of all the institu­ 
tions and schools for the deaf in the 
country.

SLAUGHTER OF DEER. 


Hilled In Montana by SportMiiMi 
JToat For the Fun of the I’hlna. 


W. H. Wright tells in Recri'ution 
where much of Montana’s game iius 
gone. He says: 


I have known two self called sports­ 
men to leave Spokane for two days» and 
on returning tell of having killed Oil 
deer, a story the rHiichmen at whoge 
home they put up corroborated. Timt 
was years ago. It would take a long 
hunt there now to kill OB deer. I ontre 
knew a man to go and make a winter 
camp and kill over 100 deer, wiiich lie 
hung up. He tried to sell them wh«re 
they hung, but failed. Ho went euHt 
somewhere, where he liveil, and I’ve 
never heard of him since. He claimed 
to have killed 100, but I counted 150 
carcasses in sight near his camp the fol­ 
lowing spring. 


While going from Palmer’s lakt% in 
Washington, to the Salmon river I pass­ 
ed through Toatsconlee and stopped 
overnight near a small lake on which 
was camped a party of hunters. It 
would have been easy to load a four 
liorse wagon with the heads of deer 
alone that were^ piled up in one place. 
There were doer carcasses all about the 
camp. 


“I could name more than GO of such 
hunters who have killed thousands of 
deer and left them where they fell. On­ 
ly last winter two men left lifpokane 
and killed 8S deer in Idaho, not bring­ 
ing out a pound of meat to show for it. 


“I have seen many Indian hunts, one 
of which resulteil in the death of over 
400 deer, but not one of the deer was 
wasted. The Indians hunt and then eat 
the meat before tliey hunt again. They 
kill to eat, but tlie whites kill for fun. 
Last spring one man in the Bitter Root 
valley killed seven elk without stirring 
from his track. Not one was saved." 


Taaayaaa mmA Hia Wife. 
Tennyson was devoted to his wife, 
but, like a man of true taste, he wrote 
very little about his feeling for her. 
That beautiful dedication lieginning, 
Dear, near and true," is that bit of 
his writing which will be most often 
aasociated with her name.

' ^hile aittlng Iu 
quarMn in tho 
little towu of OhattMHMga atwut un 
hour after uightfall ou the *BV«ning of 
Friday. Oct 
89, 1808, an orderly 
brought me a measage fl«iu General 
George H. Thòma«, oommaudet of the 
Army of the Cumberland, on whose 
itali 1 waa serving, summoning me to 
headquarters. A storm had been raging 
for two days, and a chilling rain was 
still falling. A few minntes* walk 
brought me to tho plain wooden, one 
story dwelling occupied by the cotn- 
mander, which was situated on Wuluut 
street, near Fourth, and upon my ur- 
rival I found him in the front room on 
the left side of the hail, with three 
members of his staff and several strango 
oftloers. 


In an armchair facing the jHreplaoo 
was seated a general officer, slight in 
ligure and of medium statore, whoso 
face boro an expression of weariness. 
Ho was carelessly dressed, and his uni­ 
form coat was unbottoned and thrown 
back from his chest. He held a lighted 
cigar in his mouth and sat iu a stoop­ 
ing posture, with his head bent slightly 
forward, His clothes were wet, and his 
trousers and topboots were spattered 
with mud. General Thomas approached 
this officer, and, turning to me and 
mentioning me by name, said, “1 want 
to present you to General Grant.'’ 
Thereupon the officer seated in the 
chair, without changing his position, 
glanced up, extended his arm to its full 
length, shook hands and said in a low 
voice and speaking slowly, “How do 
you do?” This wos my first meeting 
with tho n:an with whom I was des­ 
tined afterward to spend so many of tho 
mc«t interesting years of my life. 


Tho strauge officers present wore 
uiembers of General Grant’s staiT. 
Charles A. Dana, assistant secretary of 
war, who hud lieen for some time >vith 
(he Army of the Cumberland, had also 
entered tho ro<ini. Tbo next morning he 
sent a dispatch to the war department, 
beginning with the words, “Grant ar­ 
ri ved last night, wet, dirty and well. “ 
—“('umpaigniug With Grant,” by Gen­ 
eral Horace Forter, iu Century.

A:ao Thlnke That Kalamasoo 
County Should tiompHae a 
Judicial Dlatrlct, 


The agitation started recently in TI|E 
EVENING NEWS for the puriwse of mak- 
ing Berrien »county a judicial district 
by itself is spreading.' 


The Kalamaxoo News has taken up 
the mattet*and suggests that Van Burcn 
county be detached from Kalamazoo, 
and Cass from Berrien and that Cass 
and Van Buren form a new districti 
Speaking of the subject the Kalamazoo 
paper said in its issue last night: Witb 
the proper action a bill to provide for 
the rearranging of the 
districts as 
outlined above, could be easily drafted 
and presented to the legislature at its 
next session, and which is believed with 
the matter properly presented would 
stand a good show of becoming a law. 
With the making of a new district out 
of Cass and Van Burcn counties the 
state would be to the expense of another 
judge, but that would bo small com 
pared to the saving that would follow 
to the people of the counties interested. 
It is believed that it would bo to the 
bel»t interests of Berrien, Cass, Van 
Buren and Kalamazoo counties, not 
only financially but otherwise, to have 
the proposed rearrangement made. 
What Judge Buck ttajw. 


.fudge Buck talked enthusiastically 
in favor of the plan as outlined by The 
News, not from any piu*sonal interest 
that he might have in the matter, but 
on account of the advantages that 
would accrue to the county with Kala- 
mazoo in a circuit by itself. He said: 
"With Kalamazoo county constituting 
a district by itself the work in the 
court hero could l>e done tnuch more 
expeditiously and satisfactorily and 
with a great saving to the countv. 
About $5,000 a year is appropriated in 
Kalamazoo county for circuit court 
work—twice the salary I receive for 
acting as judge of liotb Kalamazoo and 
Van Buren counties. There is no dis- 
trict in the state, unless it is the tifth, 
which is composed of Barry, Calhoun 
and Katon counties, that has as much, 
or at least no more business, than the 
ninth district. As it is now, though, 
I have to give half my time to Van 
Huren county, although there Is only 
alxmt half the business done there that 
there is In Kalamazoo county. 
With 
this county in a circuit by itself court 
could 1)0 in session all the time, e.\cep' 
during the vacations, and cases i>ould 
Ixî heard when they were ready, where 
lis now many times the cases have to 
wait for the court. 


"The only equitable way to do in the 
rearranging of the districts would be 
to make Berrien and Kalamazoo co\m- 
ties districts by themselves and create 
a new district from, Cass and \'an- 
Buren counties."

Kalamazoo colory is so well known'^in 
s>«T7 pHrt of this country that the name 
Ir used /or nil the bottor kinds of cel­ 
ery, and, like Bine Point oyster« and 
Little Nook olams, tho guarantee con* 
tainod in tho nauio sells the article to 
the oxolusion of other brands. The ex* 
cellonoo of this celery is said to be due 
to throe things—good seed, dark, heavy 
soil and oaro in growing and bleaching 
it. 
Careful packing might be added. 


But as any gardener can select good 
seed and give the plants good cultnie 
Kalamazoo must excel in the soil or 
better natnral conditions as a celery re* 
gion. 


The colery meadows are Jnst outside 
of the town of Kalamazoo^ north and 
south of the oity, and surrounded by 
hills, divided crosswise by a high ridge, 
on which the houses ore built The 
meadows are about thi«e miles long 
and a mile wide. These bottom Isnds 
ire not common farming lauds, but are 
composed of a peculiar form of black 
mnok, the result of vegetable «lecompo* 
sition, and formerly they were so rich 
that no fertilizers were needed. Not 
more than a dozen years ago very little 
celery was raised on these meadows 
and none for shipment to other mar* 
kcts. Joseph Dunkly, the florist, was 
one of the pioneers in the industry, rec* 
ognizing the peculiar value of the 
mnok soil for celery. He owned one of 
the earlipfit oelcry farms, and it is re­ 
ported that ho amassed a fortune from 
the bnsinciis before it was injured by 
competition. 


In recent years the output has been 
■o enormous that prices have dropped 
from 30 cents to 10 cents per dozen, 
and many growers have t>een complain­ 
ing. The seasons of l8S)3-y were com­ 
paratively poor ones, and a numtor of 
the growers left their farms to engage 
in the same buNinoHS in the snburbs of 
New York, but they so(m returned to 
tlieir hometown. The growers are near­ 
ly all Hollanders, and they live in 
dwellings on their small holdings, 
which generally eonsist of from ilve to 
ten acres. They are a frugal, industrious 
race, and they adopt the most advanced 
system of intensive farming. Five acres 
here easily support an ordinary Holland 
family, and there is no doubt but the 
iiead of it saves money. 


The city of Kalamazoo is one of tiie 
prettiest in tlie country, and it owes 
not a little of this to the industry of 
the celery growers. The amount of cel­ 
ery shipiM fi'oui the oity varies from 
year to year, but a conservative esti­ 
mate places the avQrage quantity at DO 
tons per day from July 1 to Jan. 1. 
This would mean about 8,000,000 doz­ 
ens, and at 10 cents per dozen this would 
amount to $800,000. As this is a very 
low estimate,' one is almost safe in say­ 
ing that the industry nets the town at 
least #500,000 a year.

town, giving employment to a number 
of mechanics. They are about the sise 
of a peach orate, 24 inches long, 10 
incites wide and 0 to 8 inches deep. 


Fertilizers are now used freely upon 
the already rich bottom landa and ev­ 
ery time a grower takes a load of celery 
into tlie town ho brings book a load of 
fertilizer. It is claimed that four crops 
of colery are raised in one season on the 
laud, but this is not literally true. The 
farmers make four plantings, which 
mature from July to Decemlier, but 
tliese cau hardly be called four cropa 
Tiie first planting is made early, and as 
this celery must bo bleached with 
boards it is an inferior grada The old 
saying is that celery is not fit to eat 
until after the first frcMt, and in a sense 
tiiis is true, but modern conditions ot 
our markets demand that celery shall be 
ready for use all tlie year ronud. The 
southern growers send it north earlv iu 
summer, and since iieople will buy this 
vegetable out of season the Kalamaioo 
growers begin to send their {urodnct to 
the cities much earlier than five yean 
ago. 


The question of profit iu celery grow* 
ing is a disputed one, and, like straw* 
b«nry farming, there are stories cnrreot 
of farmers making #800 per sere, while 
others claim that if they make $60 per 
acre they are doing well. AIGrsentown, 
O., where the largest celery farm nnder 
the control of one man is located, the 
profits are said to average between #900 
and 9400 per acre. There are nearly 100 
acres planted with oelery on that farm, 
and if these figures are correct the own* 
cr has eveiy.reason to believe that farm* 
itig dO^i jpay. Like the Kalamasoo cel* 
ery lands, (bo toU 
areeptown, O., Is 
oxceediugly rich and wtll gdsftod (o 
tlie onlture of the .celery plant. But 
even êo, cheap labor most be emplOFsd 
to make the farm pay anything like 
9800 or 1400 per acre. Here in Ktüam»' 
soo the growers believe that $100 and 
$300 per acre is a good profit, and« 
man with ten noroi of soil used not 
suffer greatly with such an iuooma Sis 
years ago the same land oould have 
made profits ot- $400 per êm , but then 
the growers were receiving jnst twiee 
as mnch for their celery as they are to* 
day.—Kalamasoo Cor. New VorkFost

In fact, they were hopelessly 
ruined, and be would have to beg her 
to give him another sitting. 


The lady was in a hurry, as she had 
a dinner engagement, hut, anxious to 
have the busineM over'with as long as 
she had commenoed it, she reluctantly 
prepared to undergo anotiier siege of 
oontorlions and poses. The pliotographer 
was slightly nervous by this time, and 
it was somehow not ao easy to arrange 
the draperies in carelef’a ease or to ar­ 
range that queenly head to the best ad­ 
vantage. Do his best, slie, who wus nat­ 
urally so graceful, seemed, wiion viewed 
through the camera, to bo all iingles, 
the shouldera too high or the hoad too 
low. fiat at last all was well, and »gain 
he removed tl»e cap, having proviouHly 
most carefully examined tho pJato« to 
see that no imperfections existod thore.

“Oh, I am sure there cannot potiHibly 
be any defects ttiis tiwo, ” hf* replied re* 
aasuriogly ag be retired to tJie stiolusion 
of darkttMa.

tivesi To tell t)>e truth. 1 can’t in the 
least account for it, but the features are 
•o blorred oa to bo indistinguishabia. J 
never in all my experience bud any tiling 
like it before, nor can i iu any way ac­ 
count for it." said tlie artiHt. 
“1 am 
aure the platea were in perfuct condition, 
aa 1 examined them most carefully. The 
fault must be in the chemicals, though 
I never bad wiy trouble that way before. 
I am really very sorry for the unfortu­ 
nate Uiiuren, but If yourpatiouoe is not 
wholly exhaustecl I would liice to try 
once more. " 


The lady herself waa not only a very 
determined oharacter, but of an inquir­ 
ing mind aa well, and little relished be- 
ing baffled at any undertaking; so she 
replied facetiously ; 


“I have heard tell at people breaking 
the camera In attempting to have their 
uÿinewi perpetuated, but really, now, 
I flattered myself that I was not quite 
so bad aa that. 1 don’t like to be defeat­ 
ed in so small a matter, so wo will try 
■gain, even if 1 miss my engagement. ’* 


“Suppoaewetry a différent plan," 
abeoontinued a« tbe artist again set 
•tout arranging screens aud shadea, 


Iiet me po«e myself, and we will have 
only the bead idealized. Muko it a per- 
(wt profile. I know my own feuturea 
and good pointa ao well that I am sure 
we shall bave better results if I simply 
take my own natural position, and, be­ 
sides. it will save time. “ 


And so the lady 'a Grecian features 
were sharply outlined against a block 
baokground. and again the artist at­ 
tempted to make a negative, and the 
lady awaited the result. Bhewos not 
long in suspense. 


“It’s really no use," aaid the artist 
llualJy aa be showed her a plate he bad 
tried to develop, and which rovoaled. 
Instead of her classic profilu. a blurred, 
indistinct mass of—what? Neither could 
tell, but certainly it rosemblwi nothing 
bumau. 


“It iaquite incomprehensible,” aaid 
the artiai. 
“ There in no use trjring 
again, for it is evident I cannot get a 
piotuw of you. 
Why it is I cannot 
tell, but 1 may be able to unravel tbe 
mystery some time. 
I even tried freab 
cbemicala with these, but with no bet­ 
ter resulta.

Holt Soboolinf ,-» member of the Royal 
Statiatioal aooietj of Iioadoii. liiao f 
peculiar valne to Americans, not only 
at affording ameanaof oomparlsou with 
our own poatoffide work, bat because it 
ahowa anew the close bonda of buaineaa 
and friendship between the two great 
nations. Mr. ISebooling illustratea bit 
statistics with graphio diagrams. 


Tho first thing that sffikes the eye iu 
the report ia the coat of the British poat* 
al service and tbe profit, for Great Brit­ 
ain makes a profit in this department. 
The wage« of employees alone amount 
to $8d,500,000 a year, while the total 
cost of the depwrtmont for the same pe­ 
riod is |58.7QO,000. 


The reoeipta amount to $68,750,000, 
leaving a twlance of 1)6,000,000 profit 
a year. Thla would make a very star­ 
tling oomparlsou with a large yearly de­ 
ficit of our awn postoflloe were It not r«-' 
membered that Qreat Britain owna the 
telegraph toa 
Donbtleas large tcle- 
grapbio profita offset a deficit in tbe 
strictly postal busiueaa. On tbia point 
Mr. Schooling Is unfortunately silent. 


While Great Britain exchanges 98,- 
000,000 lettera with Europe, she ex­ 
changee 61,000,000 with America. Thia 
shows the bond between Europe and 
America, for the next oontinent on tbe 
list is Asia, with whom abe makea only 
>3,000,000 exohangea. 


In the comparison of nationa the 
United States stands far' ahead of any 
other, for 41.000,000 letters are ex­ 
changed annually between us and Great 
Britain. The next on the list is France, 
with an exchange of >6,750,000 lettera, 
aud Germany is third, with an exchange 
of 35,300,000. No other nation ap­ 
proaches nearer than Italy’s 6,500,000. 


The increase In letter writing iu the 
laet 50 years, due to increased education 
and the enlargement of friendship, bua- 
iness and common interests in general, is 
very interestingly shown in the com­ 
piler’s tables. In 1846, for instance, the 
Britisii postoflloe delivered 10 letters for 
every head of population, while iu 1894 
46 lettera for each bead of population 
were delivered. 


With similar intent Mr. Schooling 
aays: 


“Twenty yearn ago tbe activity of a 
tiny spot in the tiny spot marked Lon­ 
don annually delivered 73 letters in tbe 
United Kingdom for every 100 persons 
living on the area of the whole world, 
a sufllciently remarkable performance 
oven then. But now this wonderful 
postofllce machine delivers in these lit­ 
tle islands only a number of lettera that 
sufllces to provide each unit of the 
world’s population with nearly 1 ^ let­ 
ters annually, and this without includ­ 
ing any of the other considerable items 
of postal matter, such as book packets, 
poet cards, newspapers, ciroulara, tele­ 
grams. eto.“ 


The comparative diagrams indicate 
tho amount of postal matter exchanged 
by tho United Kingdom with the other 
continents. They show how cloaely we 
are tionnd to tho queen’a realm throngh 
tbe ties of the post—New York Herald.
